Release of Hostages 
Quebec Kidnapers 
Offer To Mediate 


MONTREAL 
(AP 
- 
1 ho 
Quebec Liberation Front offered 
today to send a mediator to 
meet with government officials 
to work out terms for the re­ 
lease of a British diplomat and 
a Quebec Province official kid­ 
naped last week. 
The offer was made in com­ 
muniques from the two Front 
cells that kidnaped James Rich­ 
ard Cross, Britain’s trade envoy 
h e r e , 
and 
Labor 
Minister 


Pierre Laporte of Quebec. The 
communiques said both 
men 


were in good health. 


In an earlier communique, 


the Front said the men's free­ 
dom couid be obtained if two of 
seven original demands are met 
by the government. 
Both 
communiques 
reached 


the French-language radio sta­ 
tions CKLM and CKAC in Mon­ 
treal. 


Both suggested that Montreal 


lawyer Robert Lemieux serve 
as mediator to work out terms 
for the release of Cross, kid­ 
naped a week ago, and Laporte 
abducted Saturday night. 


The earlier communique set 


no new deadline on the two 
men’s lives and the language 
was considered to be more con­ 
ciliatory than any since the kid- 
napings began. 


The communiques came after 
a Sunday night broadcast in 
which 
Premier 
Robert 
Bou- 


rassaa of Quebec appealed lor 
direct communication between 
the terrorists and the govern­ 
ment. 


The kidnapers, self-described 
members of the revolutionary 
Quebec Liberation Front, made 
these two demands: 


— That 23 mer. either in jail 


or before the courts in con­ 


nection with terrorist activities 
be granted safe conduct to Al­ 
geria or Cuba if they wish to 
go. Those accepting, should be 
allowed to take their wives and 
children. 


— That police call off the in­ 
tensive searches they have been 
conducting to find Cross and 
Laporte. 
The Canadian and provincial 


governments 
have 
repeatedly 


rejected these demands. 
Dropped was a demand for 


$500,000 in gold. 
The new communique was ac­ 
companied by a letter from 
Cross 
to 
Premier 
Bourassa. 


who had called m a bioadcast 
Sunday night on the kidnapers 
“ to enter into communication 
with us.” Bourassa said his pro­ 
vincial government wanted to 
set up machinery to insure the 
safety of Cross and Laporte. 


High Court Asked To Outlaw 
Raciaily Identifiable Schools 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court was urged today 
by a black civil rights lawyer 
to outlaw “ racially identifiable 
schools’ in areas with a history 
of school segregation. 
At the same time, howeve, 


Julius LeVonne Chambers, ap­ 
pearing for the NAACP Legal 
Defense and Education Fund, 
said he was not insisting on 
“ racial balancing” in all these 
schools. 
Arguing in the Charlotte Meck­ 
lenburg 
County, 
N.C., 
case. 


Chambers said what is uncons­ 
titutional is “ a disproportionate 
concentration” 
of 
blacks 
or 


whites in schools in districts 
where segregation was enforced 
by law. 
“ We are not arguing for an 


absolute ratio in each school,”

ing by Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger,

WASHINGTON (U PI) -The 
Supreme Court today granted 
review of a Po t Oiiice Depart-

ment criminal statute making it 
a federal offence to mad ob­ 
scene material. 


lu the mailing case, Federal 
Mudge Harry Pregerson of Los 
Angeles threw out an indict 
meat against Norman George 
Reidel, operator of the Normax 
P r e s s , I onian < 
< Mb,, on 
grounds he had nut U d oi eene 
material to a willing individual 
buyer wiio slated he wu' 
an 
adult. The iudge said the prose­ 
cution “ i tins afoul ’ of i t and 
ii Amendment guarantees of 
free speech and the right to 
privacy. 


'1 he governnrent appealed ar­ 
guing that the contention that a 
willing adult was exempt from 
the law was in effect, “ a fresh 
assault upon the government s 
enforcement methods under the 
statute.” 
The Court will schedule argu­ 
ments on the ease and hand 
down a written opinion. A U.S. 
district judge in Los Angeles 
last June 8, dismissed an indict­ 
ment, holding the law was un­ 
constitutional. The Post Office 
won 60 indictments under the 
law in 1969.

Texas Cleans Op 
After Tornadoes

Texas had to clean up the debris left by several 


tornadoes with heavy rain falling this morning. 
The twisters, which touched down Sunday, lost 


force during the night, but severe storms persisted 
through much of Texas and Louisiana. 


At Bridge City, Tex., where a twister uprooted 
trees and overturned trailers at a trailer park, coun­ 
ty officials deployed tractors to clear streets of 
trees and trailer pieces. 


Eight people were injured when the tornado touched 
down. 
“ A lot of people are in the park going through the 
litter trying to salvage what they can,” a local resi­ 
dent said 
Police blocked otf flooded streets in downtown 
Port Arthur and stayed on a 24-hour alert to pre­ 
vent looting of businesses damaged by high winds. 
Downed power lines caused power failure to parts of 
the ciiy. 
A Texas giant crane ope rator said he crouched on 


the floor of the cab to escape injury when the mach­ 
ine was toppled in the storm. 
In the wake ol the tornadoes, up to ihrec* inches of 
rain fell in six hours in paris of east Texas and 
Louisiana. I he rain was accompanied by golf b iII- 
size hail and gusiy winds. 1 air weather prevailed 
elsewhere in the Southwest as far as the Central 
Plains.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Se­ 
cretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird said today the Pentagon 
hopes to eliminate draft calls 
by mid-1973. He also disclosed 
that President Nixon will an­ 
nounce this week further U.S. 
troop withdrawals from Viet­ 
nam. 
Laird said at a news confer­ 
ence he has set the end of fiscal 
year 1973 as the goal for mov­ 
ing to a zero draft under which 
men over 18 would still register 
but would not be called. The Se­ 
lective Service system would 
remain in effect for use 
in 


emergencies, he said. 
“ We’re going to go all out, all 


out in the Department of De­ 
fense to reach the target of 
zero draft calls by the end of 
fiscal 1973,” Laird declared. 


In a memorandum issued to­ 


day by Laird to the secretaries 
of the military services and the 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, he directed them to re­

He said he expected Nixon to

Army May Be 


Reduced by 


700,009 Men 


WASHINGTON (UPD — Army 


Secretary Stanley R. Resor said 
today U.S. ground forces may be 
reduced by more th in 700,000 
men during the proc< ss of with­ 
drawals from Vietnam. 
“ To meet ihe twin pressures 
of rising costs and a reduced 
defense budget, the Army has 
been compelled to embark on 
the most drastic redui tion since 
the 
demobilization 
following 
World War 11," Resoi said. 


“ When our role in Vietnam 
becomes completely 
advisory, 


the Army could drop to a level 
comparable to the 859,000 of 
1961 which was the smallest 
army in the period since the 
Korean War.” 
At the end of 1963. the Army 
had a strength of 1,670,000. By 
last August, the total had been 
reduced to 1,309,000. 


It is generally expected that 
“ the completely advisory” role 
in Vietnam will be reached by 
the end of 1971 in some time in 
1972. 


By Explosion

A series of five explosions 


rocked Rochester, N.Y., early 
today, heavily damaging a fed­ 
eral building, a county clerk’s 
office, 
two 
churches 
and 
a 


union official’s home as the na­ 
tion’s wave of bombings contin­ 
ued. 


The five-story stone federal 


building 
described 
by 
wit­ 
nesses as “ half destroyed” by 
the blast, had been raided Sept. 
6 by a group which called itself 
the “ Flower City Conspiracy.” 
Offices of the Selective Serv­ 
ice Board, the F B I and the U.S. 
Attorney were Ransacked then. 


Another bomb went off early 


today outside the modern New 
York Hilton Hotel, shattering 
windows and awakening guests. 
There were no injuries. Police 
said witnesses saw five men in 
African garb fleeing the area. 
The explosive was placed in a 
sidewalk 
planter. 
Since 
last 
Monday there have been 11 ter­ 
rorist bombings, three of them 
in California and the others in 
Illinois, Washington and New 
Yor k 


Public Buildings Hit 


So far most of the explosions, 
with radical groups often taking 
credit, have been aimed at pub­ 
lic 
buildings. 
Airports 
have 
been threatened. 
There have been no injuries. 
Both 
the 
Federal 
Aviation 
Agency and the Defense De­ 
partment have issued warnings 
concerning threats to airplanes 
and federal structures. 
Hampering police in their in­ 


vestigations were a number of 
telephoned hoaxes warning of 
explosions that never happened. 


Such calls were received be­ 


fore both the Stanford-Southern 
California football Saturday at 
Palo Alto and the Oakland Rai- 
ders-Denver Broncos pro game 
Sunday. 


No Explosives Found 
Searches were made at both 


stadiums 
but 
no 
explosives 


were found. Football fans dem- 
o n s t r a t e d little fear—86.000 
turned out at Stanford and 54,- 
000 at Oakland.

Fisherman Fails 
To Save Father 


TIONOI I LU (UP1) - For se­ 
ven hours Joseph Kunewu Jr. 
swam through tossing waves 
pulling his father's body behind 
him. 
At one point u 
shark 
ap­ 


proached but Kunewa ignored 
it. 
” 1 was trying mi hard to keep 
my lather that I didn’t have 
time to think about a shark,” 
the 31 year old fisherman said 
from lus hospital bed Sunday. 


Kunewa and his father were 


tossed into the ocean early Sat­ 
urday when their I t tom boat 
was swamped 
about 
a 
mile 


from the island of Oahu’s rug­ 
ged Kaena Point. 
The elder Kunewa, a weak 
swimmer, clung to his son’s 
shirt for an hour. 


“ He kept asking if I was 


okay,” Kunewa said. “ He was 
worried that he was holding me 
back,” 


Suddenly. Kunewa’s father let 


go and rolled over in the water, 
dead. 


“ 1 held his body up and kept 


on swimming,” Kunewa said. 
He battled strong currents 


and rolling waves for seven 
hours until a fishing boat hap­ 
pened by and picked him up. 
Unable to gel his father’s body 
aboard, the fishing crew tied it 
alongside Ihe boat 


Half id Kunewa’s ordeal was 


in darkness. 
“ My father died just about an 
hour after we were dumped in 
the water al 2 a.m.,” Kunewa 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal government has failed 
to live up 'o its own promist s 
on civil rights, the i s. Com­ 
mission on Civil Rights said in 
a landmark study today. It laid 
ultimate responsibility on ” ... 
the quality of leadership exer­ 
cised by the president 
Assistant 
Commission 
Staff 
Director Martin I 
Sloane said 


the remark was not aimed spe­ 
cifically at President Nixon, hut 
at “ every president .... We’ve 
never had any p( riod in the 
past when civil rights was en­ 
forced at any particularly good 
level.” 
In a 1.115-page report the size 


of the Manhattan telephone di­ 
rectory, the commission said 
minority groups still run into an 
equality gap in dealing wuh th ■ 
federal government on a vari­ 
ety of levels, from hiring to 


housing 
and

ihe commission called gener­ 


ally for much tighter surveil­ 
lance of the government’s per­

Jordan Ammo Loss 


The United States has started 


replenishing 
the 
Jordanian 
arm y ’s ammunition losses from 
its 10-day battle with Palesti­ 
nian 
guerrillas, 
Prime 
Min­ 
ister Ahmed Toukan said Sunday 
night in Amman. Today there 
were reports of a new crisis in 
government-guerrilla relations. 


Prem ier Toukan told foreign 
newsmen that his government 
had asked the United States for 
“ ammunition and armor, but 
what we have started receiving 
is mainly ammunition.’’ 
He said neither side won the 
civil war and “ the only country 
that won anything was Israel— 
and this is a bitter truth which 
1 have to accept.’’ 
Guerrilla operations 
against 
Israel, halted during the Jorda­ 
nian civil war, were reported to 
have begun again. An Israeli 
arm y patrol killed two 
Arab 
guerrillas Sunday night 
in a 
clash near the frontier, a spo­ 
kesman said in Tel Aviv. Israel 
also said a mine explosion Sat­ 
urday killed an Arab guerrilla 
who tried to cross into Israel 
through the Jordan Valley. 
Arab mediators worked out 
the fine 
points of 
a 
Jorda­ 
nian Palestinian agreement gov­ 
erning the long-range truce be­ 
tween Jordan’s warring factions 
and the pact was to have been 
signed today. But Arab dipl­ 
omatic sources said the agree­ 


ment snagged on government 
insistence of tight controls on 
future guerrilla acts. 
Tunisian Prime Minister Bahi 
Ladgham. head of the inter- 
Arab truce tream, met Sunday 
night with King Hussein and to­ 
day with Yasser Arafat, the Pa­ 
lestinian leader. The meetings 
cast doubt on earlier Egyptian 
predictions 
the 
agreement 
would be signed today. 
Arab diplomatic sources said 


Hussein told Ladgham all fu­ 
ture guerrilla bases should be 
near the Israeli frontier, that 
urban-based 
guei rillas 
should 
be under government command 
and that Fatah, the leading Pa­ 
lestinian newspaper, should con­ 
form to Jordanian censorship. 
The Palestinians want guer­ 
rilla bases near the cities, free­ 
dom of action for the militia 
and 
untrammeled 
circulation 
for Fatah.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Cooper-Church 
amendment 
to 
outlaw U.S. military operations 
in Cambodia has tied House-Se-

conferees

dow over a $250 million foreign 
military credit sales program. 
Congressional 
sources 
see 
only 
a 
slight

breaking the impasse, although 
at least one refuses to rule out 
agreement during the waning 
days of this session. 
The amendment Is attached 
to the Senate’s version of the 
foreign 
military 
credit 
sales 
bill, passed in widely-varying 
form by both houses and sent to 
a sharply divided 
conference 
committee in early July. 
There have been only six ses­ 
sions held in the intervening 
three months, just one of those 
since Congress returned from a 
3 »/¿¡-week 
recess 
early 
last 
month. 
And now Congress is getting 
ready for another recess begin­ 
ning Wednesday for 
the 
ap­ 
proaching elections. 
Meanwhile, the program un­ 
der which U.S. weapons and 
other military equipment is sold 
to foreign nations on credit or

There has been no money since

because Congress 
didn’t extend the basic author­ 
ity for the program last year 
either. 


WASHINGTON AP) - The 
failure of U.S.-Soviet arms con­ 
trol talks and other negotiations 
could lead to a major boost in 
American 
military 
spending 
within a year, according to Se­ 
cretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird. 
The warning came Sunday in 
a 
joint appearance of 
Laird 
with Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers in which the two ad­ 
ministration leaders took a two- 
handed, firm-hard approach to 
recent Soviet attacks on U.S. 
peace proposals for Indochina 
and the Middle East. 
Laird’s defense spending re­ 
mark exemplified the hard ap­ 
proach. 
“ Unless we have success in 
SALT (Strategic Arms Limit­ 
ation Talks) and these other 
negotiating 
areas,’’ 
he 
said, 
“ we are going to have to face 
up to some hard, tough deci­ 
sions here which could require 
a tremendous increase as tar as 
defense expenditures are con­ 
cerned." 
Laird said as a matter of fact 
some new arm s programs have 
been held up pending the out­ 
come of the SALT talks being 
conducted in Vienna.

Is 
the 
desire 
for 
reassurance 
about 
being 
loved, arising from fears of 
rejection or unattractiveness. 
The fact that you find it nec­ 
essary to describe yourself as 
NOT one of the most beautiful 
girls on campus suggests that 
you have a self-deprecating 
attitude towards your appear­ 
ance 
The girl or woman who has 
doubts about her appeal as a 
woman may be drawn into a 
kind of compulsive promis­ 
cuity. Because she uncons­ 
ciously feels that she has 
little of value to offer a man, 
except sexual satisfaction, she 
offers 
herself 
sexually 
in 
hopes of winning popularity 
and recognition. 


Ironically, the promiscuous 
girl very often gets little real 
sexual satisfaction for her ex­ 
periences, Even the reassur­ 
ance and attention she ob­ 
tains as a result is likely to 
be temporary.

Many college 
age men are preoccupied with 
asserting their own masculin­ 
ity with little interested in 
lasting involvement. 
For the sake of your mental 
health, it would be wise for 
you to seek help from your 
college’s counseling facilities.

some of the reasons for your 
problems in establishing any­ 
thing other than transitory 
relationships with men, it is 
not likely that you will “ fall 
in love” and resolve your dis­ 
satisfactions.

Q) I bought 100 shares of G. D. Searle in the low 
60s. It is now around 47 and pays only $1.30 in divi­ 
dends. I would like to invest in a stock with a high­ 
er yield but hate to take the loss in Searle. W ill it 
recover soon? C. W. 
A) Since Searle derives about 21 per cent of its 
total volume for the oral contraceptive market, the 
company and its stock did not escape the unfavo­ 
rable effects of the Congressional hearings on the 
pill. And although this market has begun to firm in 
recent months, earlier weakness cut into margins 
and depressed the shares. Sales for the first six 
months ended June, 1970, advanced 23.3 per cent 
year-to-year. However, gains in net income were 
held to 7.4 per cent despite the lower tax surcharge. 
While newly acquired Baird & Tat lock aided vol­ 
ume. the S20 million-a-year-sales firm is not ex­ 
pected to add to earnings for about two years.

For the nine months en­ 
ded May, i >70, revenues declined 19.3 per cent vear- 
/fo-year and a loss of SI 1.000 was sustained. The loss 
was equal to 23 cents a share, compared with year- 
earlier earnings of 81 cents. Prospects for the Au­ 
gust (linal) quarter appear no brighter. Manage­ 
ment may take a number of writedowns in these 
last three months, including a substantial writeoff of 
its DDT facilities.

Following our recent purchase of a new home, we 
received a form letter from the office of the county 
assessor which apparently, is mailed to all pur­ 
chasers of residential property In Los Angeles County 
and which sc* ks to obtain rather detailed and per­ 
sonal information on purchase price, m ortgages in­ 
volved 
and 
the 
names 
of 
hanks, 
government 
agencies and other agencies involved in the financ­ 
ing. 


The information is requested according to provi­ 
sions of Section 441 of the California Revenue and 
Taxation Code, the letter states. 
Does this m ean that the cede requires a home 
buyer to fill out and return the questionnaire, or is 
it optional? 
What specific uses are m ade of this information 
once it is given to the assessor's office?—J,A. 
County Assessor Philip E. Watson’s staff told Ac­ 
tion Line that “ the information VOLUNTEERED” 
by those who receive the sales letters becom es a 
pari of the assessor’s collective market study file 
and helps his staff adjust cash values to selling 
prices. 
The assessor’s spokesman explained that the staff 
does not base its judgment of property value only 
on the data listed on the forms, and that it does not 
make individual assessm ent changes according to 
the indicated purchase price. 
He further stated that “ it is generally to the prop­ 
erty owner’s advantage to furnish the details of the 
term s and conditions of a purchase” as requested. 
And the moment of truth by the spokesman was: 
“ Failure to comply with the law which authorizes us 
to request this information does not prevent us from 
obtaining the sales data we need to do our appraishl 
job. It can, however, make the process more time- 
consuming, and this simply means a higher cost in 
the operation of our departm ent.” 
This indicates that if the information is not VOL­ 
UNTEERED as requested, it will be obtained under 
provisions of Section 441, part D, and Section 501 of 
the Revenue Laws of California. 
Section 441-d makes it clear that the taxpayer is 
required to provide the information: “At any time, 
as required by the assessor for assessm ent pur­ 
poses, every person shall make available for exam ­ 
ination information or records regarding his prop­ 
erty. In this connection, details of property acquisi­ 
tion 
transactions, 
construction 
and 
development 
costs, rental income, and other data relevant to the 
determination of an estim ate of value are to be con­ 
sidered as information essential to the proper dis­ 
charge of the assessor's duties.” 
Seel ion 501 covers “ failure to furnish information: 
If after written demand by the assessor, any person 
fails to com ply with any provision of law for fur­ 
nishing information required by Sections 441 and 
470, the assessor, based upon information in his pos­ 
session, shall estim ate the value of the property 
and, based upon this estim ate, promptly assess the 
property.” 
Now that’s getting down to the nitty gritty. If you 
don’t provide the information, it can be assessed by 
estimation—by guess and by golly. So fill out the 
form and keep in good graces of the powers that be.

India is rapidly entering the 
computer age, and a Pomona 
resident 
spent 
the 
past 
2U 
years helping her get there. 


A La Verne College graduate, 
Steve Graeber left the class­ 
room in 
1967 and joined the 
Peace Corps. His experience, 
he said, w as a valuable one. 


“ One of the problems 
that 
has grown up about the Peace 
Corps is that there is so much 
to do at home that it is ridi- 
c u l o u s 
t o 
s e n d 
people 
overseas,” he said. “ But most 
of the volunteers com e back 
with a desire to do social serv­ 
ice at hom e.” 


Mis service in the corps help­ 
ed to increase his interest in 
“ upgrading the quality of life” 
in this country, he said, but not 
just in a material way. 
“ After living in a place like 
India, I realize that som e of the 
things that I thought I needed 
are not 
very important,” he 
said. 
Graeber became interested in 
thc> i oips through another Po­ 


mona volunteer, but he gave his 
alm a m ater credit for helping 
steer him in that direction. 
“ La 
Verne 
is 
very 
soc ial 
service oriented,” he said. “ It 
tries to build individuals in a 
number of different w ays.” 
He also listed his interest In 
tra w l, 
foreign 
relations 
and 
people as factors that drew him 
to the corps. 
“ Genet illy T like people,” he 
said, “and 
this 
was a good 
chance to get to know a differ­ 
ent type.” 
T h e 
25-year-old 
Pomonan 
worked in Ludhana, a large city 
in the state of Punjab in North­ 
ern India. 
The state is the heart of In­ 
dia's wheat basket and tends to 
be “amazingly progressive” in 
its social outlook, according to 
Graeber. 
“ Punjab feeds the rest of In­ 
dia,” he said. “ Its citizens are 
no doubt the1 most progressive 
people in India.” 
Graeber spent about the first 
eight months in Ludhana work­ 
ing as a business adviser to a 
cooperative store. 
1 lie project 
was one of several set up by 


the Indian government during 
the* border war with China in 
1962 to help fight rising prices. 
The co-ops w ere 
intended to 
keep prices down by under-sel­ 
ling private competitors. 


He 
maintained 
his 
contact 
with the co-operative as. an ad­ 
viser but during the last year 
and a half Graeber devoted his 
energies to helping set up a 
computer program at one of the 
city’s largest hospitals, Chris­ 
tian Medical College and Brown 
Hospital. 
In what he calls "a pilot pro­ 
ject,” 
Graeber’s data-process- 
ing system 
helped streamline 
the hospital’s accounting pro­ 
gram and a growing medical 
research project. 
His job was to sit down with 
a dot tor, discuss what informa­ 
tion the physician 
had 
been 
able to gain from his research 
and program the information on 
computer cards. The computer 
then 
provided 
the researcher 
w i t h 
additional 
information 
about his study. 
Although the age of the com­ 
puter is Mill very much in its 
introductory stages in India, the 


m echanical 
minds 
have 
pro* 
vided many jobs. 
“ It's 
a 
booming 
industry,’* 
Graeber said. 
The computer, he indicated, 
could do a lot to help India in 
her battle against poverty and 
hunger. 
“ India has vast social prob­ 
lems 
to overcom e,” he 
said, 
“ but she is also in possession of 
fabulous w ealth.” 


Looking back on his expe­ 
rience, he rated the corps’ ac­ 
complishm ents as substantial. 


“ I 
think 
som etim es 
when 
people start talking about effi­ 
ciency they 
can’t 
understand 
what type of projects the corps 
goes into,” Graeber said. “Con­ 
sidering the whole scope of the 
thing, the record really is not 
that bad.” 
Ninety percent of all P eace 
Corps graduates would recom ­ 
mend the experience to another 
interested person, he said.

The Meeting Points

Letters coming from across 
the n:ition reflect the puzzled 
concern over what is happen­ 
ing. Questions that recur are: 
Is this a revolution? What can 
I do to protect myself? 
In the strict definition of 
the word--the overthrow or re­ 
nunciation of one government 
or ruler and the substitution 
of another by the governed— 
it is nonsense to talk about a 
revolution. 
In 
light of 
the 
widespread rejection of the 
values and even the stand­ 
ards of the present social or­ 
der what is happening might 
be described as a revolution 
in 
attitudes. 
Even 
that 
is 
questionable. 


Work of Radical 
The bombings, of which the 
blast at the University of Wis­ 
consin is the worst instance to 
date, are the work of young 
anarchist radicals. One of the 
best-infornied observers who 
t r a v e l s almost constantly 
from 
city 
to city predicts 
more bombings, even perhaps 
of the magnitude of Wisconsin 


There can be no peace in the Middle East until 
the question of the Palestinian refugees is solved. 
That is like saying that elephants have trunks. 
Yet in the manner of the legendary blind men who 
tried to identify an elephant, the world’s leaders 
have for two decades been groping around the 
M'lddle East puzzle, variously describing it as a tree 
trunk, a rope, etc. 
Now the second—and revolutionary—generation of 
Palestinians has literally’ exploded onto the scene, 
shoving every other consideration in the Arab-Is- 
raeli rivalry into relative unimportance. 
In a perceptive examination of the problem, writ­ 
ten out of his own experiences and observations in 
Israel and the Arab countries, author James Mich- 
ener has done what the diplomats seem unable or 
unwilling to do—gel down to the fundamental issues. 
It is ridiculous, In* says, to argue over who owns 
Palestine. 
If exclusive consideration is given to priority and 
longevity of claim, the land is Jewish. If continuity 
where a young graduate stu- 
from 636 A.D. through 1947 is the criterion, the 
Arabs own it. If military victory against a coalition 
of Arab states who ignored the United Nations plan 
for the area is determinative, the Jews won the land 
in 1948 and ratified their claim in tin* 1956 and 1967 
wars. 
The only r e a l “owners” are the ancient Cana- 
anites who, fortunately, are no longer around to put 
in a third claim. Arabs and Jews, therefore, are 
obligated to work out some sensible system ot o c c u ­ 
pancy that will be fair to both. 
According to the last accurate estimate made in 
1967, the total population of the refugee camps was 
1,317,749. Some sources say 600,000 actually remain 
in the camps, which Miehener describes as a scan­ 
dal and a horror. (The Arabs have refused to allow 
an official census lest theyr lose U. N. relief funds.) 
The refugees consist of two groups — those who 
fled the new nation of Israel in 1948 and those who 
lived in lands occupied by Israel in 1967. 
Israel has said she is eager to provide for the 
return of the second group as soon as a peace 
treaty is concluded. But the Arabs demand the re­ 
turn of every one of the nearly 1.4 million refugees. 
Clearly, Israel, with a population of only 2.8 mil­ 
lion, 300,000 of whom are Moslem, could not absorb 
such an influx. 
Even Arab experts think that no more than 150,000 
to 200,000 of the Palestinians would actually want to 
go back to Israel, and Israel, says Miehener, should 
be willing to accept at least that many. 
Israel has offered financial compensation to everv 
Arab dispossessed in 1948.

The state- 
ment then lists the precautions that have made the 
application of the atom to the generation of elec- 
triclty about the safest industrial process known to 
man. As the statement of the power companies con­ 
cludes, ” . . . nuclear power plants are probabh 
the most carefully studied and rigidly supervised 
industiy in this country. Perhaps the safest in the 
history of technology.” 
The expanding energy needs ol the nation will 
mean many of us will be living near nuclear power 
plants in the future.

Russians Tighten Military, 


Economic Grip on Egypt

The maneuvering for power 
began, 
according to 
intelli­ 
gence 
reports, 
scarcely 
45 
minues after N asser’s heart 
a t t a c k . 
Soviet 
Prem ier 
Alexsai Kosygin mixed into 
the backroom struggle imme­ 
diately after his arrival in 
Cairo. 
He huddled separately with 
the various rivals and king­ 
m akers. Three generals who 
accompanied him from Mos­ 
cow 
also held urgent 
talks 
with Egyptian m ilitary com­ 
m anders. One intelligence re­ 
port said that a high-ranking 
Soviet group, dressed in fa­ 
tigues, inspected Egyptian in­ 
stallations on the west bank 
of the Sue/ Canal. 
The Soviets had some po­ 
werful trum p cards to play in 
the backrooms. They have en­ 
trenched 
themselves in 
the 
most vital areas of Egyptian 
life. Here are a few compell­ 
ing reasons why the Egyptian 
leaders listened attentively to 
Kosygin’s quiet counsel: 


Soviet Entrenchment 


The Egyptian arm ed forces 
depend upon Russia for all 
their weapons, replacements 
and spare parts. The arm y’s 
1,560 field artillery pieces and 
1,000 tanks, the air force’s 415 
combat planes, the navy’s 12 
submarines and four of its live 
destroyers cam e from the So­ 
viet Union. The entire anti­ 
aircraft system—including the 
radar- S \M-2 missiles and So­ 
viet - manned SAM-3 missiles 
—was provided by Russia. 
An estim ated 10,000 Soviet 
m ilitary men are stationed in 
the 
United 
Arab 
Republic. 
Over half are engaged in truin- 


i n g E g y p t ’ s 250,000-man 
arm y. Soviet officers are at­ 
tached 
to 
Egyptian 
units 
down to the battalion level. 
Soviet advisers are assigned 
ht commando forces down to 
the company level. Soviet pi­ 
lots an* training die Egyptian 
air force. 
Indeed, Russians 
actually fly tin- 100 supersonic 
MIG-21 J 
inter» c ptors, 
oper­ 


ating out of fields under So­ 
viet control. 
Russia is pumping heavy 
economic aid into the impove­ 
rished country. The most dra­ 
matic projects are the Aswan 
dam and the 
Helwan steel 
works. But the Russians are 
also helping to build several 
s m a l l factories throughout 
Egypt. For this purpose, the 
Kremlin has put up a $1 bil­ 
lion 
credit. 
The 
Egyptians 
also depend upon the Soviet 
Union to buy 70 per cent of 
their cotton crop. 
—At least 4.00G Soviet engi­ 
neers, economists and techni­ 
cians are now working in Eg­ 
ypt. They supervise the So­ 
viet-financed projects and ad­ 
vise 
all 
m inistries 
dealing 
with economic m atters. 
—Most secret of all, Soviet 
intelligence agents have com­ 
pletely infiltrated the Egyp­ 
tian government, arm ed for­ 
ces and political party. They 
are so entrenched and en­ 
twined in the various min­ 
istries that the Egypt kins pro­ 
bably could never clean them 
out. 
With all these aces, Kosygin 
was able to block 7.akaria 
Mohienddin, 
considered 
the 
most pro-western of the Eg­ 
yptian leaders, from ascend­ 
ing to power. Kosygin probab­ 
ly would have preferred to in­ 
stall Aly Sabry as N asser’s 
successor. The suave Sabry is 
known to have accepted ex­ 
pensive personal gifts from 
the 
Russians. But to 
keep 
peace at the 
top, 
Kosygin 
agreed 
to 
the 
compromise 
choice 
of 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat. 
Footnote: The Central In­ 
telligence

When serv­ 
icemen are given rare per­

Cairo, 
they almost never wear their 
uniforms. They are also more 


likely to head for the nearest 
shoe store to buy new foot­ 
wear than to carouse in the 
bars and night clubs.

has introduced a bill to m ake 
such strikes illegal. 
Talcott denied vigorously to 
this column that his bill to 
outlaw farm strikes had any­ 
thing to do with his law prac­ 
tice. His firm, Pioda, Leach, 
Stave, Bryan and Ames, rep­ 
resents a host of growers in 
legal action to end the walkout. 
TaU ott said he was m erely 
“ of counsel” to (he firm , an 
arrangem ent wh.-eh gives him 
a prominent spot on its letter­ 
head 
but 
which 
pays 
him 
nothing. 
“ I haven’t drawn a penny 
in over five years,” Talcott 
said. “ I haven’t practiced law 
for more 
than 
20 
minutes 
since 1 cam e to Congress.” 
Talcott said he kept his affi­ 
liation v*ith the firm when he 
was first elected in 1962 to fa­ 
cilitate an orderly transfer of 
his clients’ affairs to other 
lawyers in the firm. He ack­ 
nowledged, however, that the 
affiliation also gave him the 
option of returning to the firm 
in case the voters should turn 
him out of office. 
His bill, in addition to bar­ 
ring 
strikes 
and 
lockouts, 
would provide for arbitration 
by a special five-man board. 
It would also guarantee farm 
workers 
bargaining

but not under the National

President Nixon said last 
week that all the nations in­ 
volved in the fighting in Indo­ 
china “ except one” are ready 
to agree to the cease-fire he 
outlined in his address to the 
nation. He was clearly referr­ 
ing to North Vietnam. 
But 
there are two m ore—the So­ 
viet Union and Red China. 
The w ar which has been 
going on 
in Indo-China for 
the last several years could 
not have been fought without 
the m ilitary arm s supplied by 
Moscow and Peking. The gov­ 
ernm ent 
of North Vietnam 
would not for a moment make 
a decision without consulting 
these 
two 
communist 
re­ 
gimes. 
It is tim e for the v.hole 
world to be informed as to 
the extent of the involvement 
of the Soviet Union and Red 
Chma in the aggression by 
the North Vietnamese against 
its neighbors. The big com­ 
munist 
powers 
have 
spent 
huge amounts of money for 
supplies to enable a small 
country like North Vietnam to 
m aintain substantial w arfare 
against an arm y of more than 
a half-million men sent by the 
United States to aid the South 
Vietnamese forces. Hence, the 
real decision for peace will 
have to come from the Soviet 
and 
Red 
Chinese 
govern­ 
ments, which hold an almost 
dictatorial 
influence 
over 
North Vietnam. 
President Nixon has recog­ 
nized this point, and a public 
appeal has been m ade to Rus­ 
sia by the State Department 
to persuade North Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong to accept 
the peace plan. The spokes­ 
man for the state Department 
says: 
‘We would like the Soviet 
Union to use its considerable 
I n f l u e n c e w8h the North 
Vietnamese and the provision­ 
al revolutionary government 
(Viet Cong) for acceptance of 
the new United States prop­ 
osal.” 
There was no previous dipl­ 
omatic conference with the 
Soviet 
representatives, 
with 
the exception of a telephone 
call to the Soviet Ambassa­ 
dor, just before the broadcast 
bv the President on Wednes­ 
day night. The main prop­ 
osals were outlined at that 
time by Secretary Rogers. In 
the conversation, no explicit 
request was m ade for Rus­ 
sian support, but it is ex­ 
pected that the Sec retary of 
State will do so at meetings 
now sche duled with the Soviet 
f o r e i g n minister, 
Andrei 


Gromyko, at the United Na­ 
tions on Oct. 16 and 19. 
Mr. Nixon’s peace plan is a 
sensible one. If it were to be 
considered only by the North 
Vietnamese, it might be ac­ 
cepted overnight. But the war 
in Indo-China is part of a 
cam paign waged by the So­ 
viet Union and Red China, 
respectively, to increase their 
power and influence on the 
Asian continent. When the ag­ 
gression was planned, 
help 
was made available by Pek­ 
ing and 
Moscow. The vic­ 
tim —a small country which is 
associated with the Southeast 
A s i a 
T r e a t y 
O r g a n ­ 
ization—sought the aid of the 
United States and obtained it. 
Nobody would have thought 
five or six years ago that the 
North Vietnamese would have 
been able to get the weapons 
or the supplies to carry on a 
prolonged w ar against a large 
American arm y. 
The United States ought to 
make public all the informa­ 
tion it has 
concerning 
the 
flow of ammunition, planes 
and weapons to the 
North 
Vietnamese, and the data as 
to how much has been spent 
each year by Moscow and 
Peking to sustain the move- 
m e n t 
against 
the 
South 
Vietnamese and, of course, 
against American forces. 
The struggle actually has 
b e e n 
between 
the 
Soviet 
Union and the United States. 
Peace cannot 
be 
arranged 
without the consent of the 
Moscow 
regim e, 
which, 
in 
turn, is reluctant to act unless 
assured that its rival— the 
P e k i n g government —also 
concurs. 
Peace 
is 
not 
a 
m attter, 
therefore, of an 
agreem ent 
between the countries of Indo- 
China which are the objects 
of aggression, on the one side, 
and the Hanoi government on 
the 
other.

Vietnam,

m y — n a m e l y , the Soviet 
Union, Red China and North 
Vietnam, No cease-fire will 
be worth anything un'ess it 
has the support of ail three. 
President Nixon is try.ng to 
help small countries defend 
their right of self determ ina­ 
tion. As long as m ajor powers 
insist, however, on encourag­ 
ing acts of aggression and 
providing 
money, 
m ilitary 
s u p p l i e s , technicians and 
equipment to carry on wars 
of aggression, there will be 
little chance that any cease­ 
fire, even if agreed upon, will 
last very long.

the turf and the ball was dead 
at that point. The play looked 
like a recovered fumble but 
was ruled an interception. 


Hart tossed Gabriel for an 
eight-yard loss later in the first 
quarter. Rookie end 
Cedrick 
Hardman threw the Ram quar­ 
terback 
twice 
for 
losses—of 
eight and nine yards. 
Middle linebacker Frank Nun­ 
ley, calling defense signals like 
a mind-reader, made several 
smashing tackles at the line of 
scrimmage. On third and one in 
the third quarter he stopped 
Willie Ellison for no gain. On 
fourth and one in the last quar­ 
ter he clobbered Lester Joseph- 
son at the line of scrimmage 


and the Rams gave up the ball 
on downs. 
Brodie completed 13 of 20 for 
193 yards and one touchdown— 
a 5 9 -yard bomb to Gene Wash­ 
ington. 
“ Our pass protection was ex- 
c e 11 e n t , ’ ’ said Forty Niner 
coach Dick Nolan. 
“ In four 
games Brodie has not been in­ 
tercepted.” 
Nolan is not very expressive 
and someone asked him why he 
wasn’t smiling as his players 
whooped it up in the dressing 
room. 
“ I’m smiling on the inside,” 
the coach said. “ I feel great. It 
was a good win over a great 
team.” 
Brodie opened the scoring in 
the second quarter when he ran 


up the middle for 1 2 yards and 
a touchdown. 
“ It was a passing situation 
(third down and six to go),” 
said Brodie who does not nin 
very often. 
“ We’ve had the 
quarterback draw play in our 
book for a long time but this 
was the first time I ’ve called 
it.” 
Bruce Gossett contributed two 
field goals against his former 
team mates—from 42 yards and 
from 15 yards. 
The Rams were shut out of 
touchdown territory. They got 
down to the San Francisco nine 
in the second quarter but could 
get no farther and David Ray 
kicked a field goal from the 16. 
At 14:35 in the same period, 
Ray kicked another from the 31 
after Deacon Jones stole the 


ball from running back Jimmy 
Thomas. The Forty Niners led 


1 0 - 6 at the half and shut out the 
Rams for the final two periods. 
This was the first Forty Niner 
win over the Rams since 1967. 
“ We got up on top of them 
and then we could mix our run­ 
ning and passing game,” said 
Nolan. “ We just played good 
football. Our rush was good. We 
had Gabriel off balance most of 
the time.” 
The lone Forty Niner loss was 
by one point—21-20—to Atlanta 
the weekend before. 
“ The worst thing that hap­ 
pened to us,” said Ram coach 
George 
Allen, 
“ was 
Atlanta 
beating the Forty Niners. All 
the players were saying “ the 
same old Forty Niners.’ We just 
couldn’t get our minds properly 


on the game. This was one ol 
our worst games in five years. 
We just made too many mis­ 
takes. After 10 wins in a row 
maybe it was inevitable that we 
would play a game like this.” 
Tht- Rams go to Green Bay 
for their next game. 
“ We just can’t play this kind 
of game again,” Allen said. 
Allen was asked about in­ 
juries to his players and he 
snapped, “ The biggest injury 
was to our spirit.”
